Miss Macarthy 
estimates ther 


are now 2,500 Wind persons in Wis 
consin. She found that 77 blind per 
sons are being- cared for in county 
institutions, 22 in state institutions 
22 in private institutions and 10 i 
private hospitals. In addition ther 
are 1,073 living with relatives an 
208 are living elsewhere; .754 ar 
married and 623 are single. 


Some of the cases referred to in 


the report are shocking in the ex 
treme. '-Slie quoted a family of six 
Three boys, and two girls, all. o 
whom are totally blina. The horn 
environments are poor but thes 
children make an effort to mak 
their own living- and in the mabvar 
succeeding, jfi\ are over 21 years 
The chart is printed showing othe 
relatives of fee family who ar 
blind. In 15 instances she

two sisters blind and in three in 
stances three sisters blind. In 3 
instances she found one brother ant 
one sister blind; in IS instance^ twc 
brothers blina and. in three instance:

Future .Difficulties Should be Handled by Board Repre- 


senting Labor, Contractors and Public, 


Says Statement 


The Madison Building Trades as- 


sociation on Wednesday issued th« 
following statement: 


"B. E. Clarke, says, 
"Come, let us reason together." 
That was the first spirit and de- 


sire shown 
when 
the 
suggestion 


•\yss made that we (the contractors) 
ought to make a move toward do- 
ing something to. start building go- 
ing. 


It was stated that the cost of liv- 


ing was coming down, much to the 
satisfaction of everybody and it "was 
thought that if wages coold be re- 
duced, even a little, that it would 
have a tendency to awaken interest, 
create a desire and result in action. 


But the Master .Builders were 


powerless to reduce wages, thai 
matter rested 
wholly within the 


power of the Labor Unions, so it 
was thought wise to seek an inter- 
view with the Unions and "reason 
together" concerning this all irnpo* 
tant point. The Master Builders 
reasoned that it would not matter 
to them just where the labor price 
was set, that it was more important

The Contractors still argued that

The waltz with its rather slow, 


graceful triple thythm in midway 
between the stately-old minuet and 
the modern one step; likewise the 
Strauss music is midway between 
the music of Mozart and modern 
popular dances. It is a" pleasure to 
admirers of beautiful appeals to eye 
and ear to learn that- there is a 
strong movement toward a return to 
ihe midway point in dancing and 
accompanying, music. 
The Blue 


Danube waltzes represent the fin- 
est type of dance music. 


Johann Strauss, Jr., was called 


:he Waltz King. His father, Johann 
Strauss, Sr., was called the Father 
if th« Waltz, but he left the real 
development of this' form torijig 
son—at any rate, it was the litter 
who. made it a symphonic 
form.

As his waltzes ceased to be a mere 
accompaniment to dancing and took 
on the function of interpreting the 
thoughts and feelings of lovers as 
they whirled .along 'imparadised in 
one another's arms,' his harmonies 
became more and more piquant and 
novel, his instrumentation more re- 
fined, dreamy and more voluminous. 


•Strauss, wrote, in all, over 400 


waltzes besides any- other 
dance 


pieces such as polkas, galops, redo- 
was, etc. The Blue Danube hasjte- 
come famous, not only as'a second 
Austrian national hymn, but as the 
transition to-a new sphere of activ- 
ity, for it was a vocal waltz, writ- 
ten for male chorus! and orchestra, 
and just.as Beethoven's choral:sym-. 
phony pointed the way (according to 
Wagner) to the necessity of the mu, 
sic drama, so it seems that Strauss 
used this vocal walti as .a transi- 
tion to the Viennese operetta, a new 
styl« of stage music which-owes its 
present form chiefly to his genins.

acteristics of Viennese light opera— 
the gay, graceful, rhythmic melody.
